“I feel,” said Brig. Gen. Franklin W. 
Ward, chairman of the committee on ar-

SMALL ARMS TESTS CONDUCTED 
AT THE ABERDEEN RANGE. 


Some exceedingly interesting work has 
Pbeen done on the small arms ballistic test- 
ing range at the Aberdeen Proving Ground 
in connection with the investigation of 
the new caliber .50 machine gun ammuni- 
“tion, and ranges have been obtained up, to 
5,500 yards with the expectation that the 
rultimate range will probably be in the 
meighborhood of 8,500 to 9,000 yards. 

This range, completed in 1921, is fully 
equipped for all work up to 7,000 yards, 
and is also provided with a series of verti- 
cal targets for accuracy firing up to 1,200 
yards. 

Range firing is done from a modified 
Decauville 60 c/m flat car which may be 
operated on the narrow gauge track ex- 
tending the full length of the range. The 
ear is provided with a firing mount capa- 
tle of being adjusted in both azimuth and 
altitude, and which will receive the vari- 
ous types of machine mounts for accurate 
laying of small arms and machine guns. 

Provision has been made for investigat- 
ing the time of flight of projectiles by 
means of a chronograph which is depen- 
dent not, as is usual, on screens for its 
means of detecting the passage of a bul- 
let, but on microphones. A number of

61ST YEAR OF ORGANIZATION, 


At Camp Dixon May 4 the 18th Infgp. 
try celebrated its sixty-first year of op 
ganization. Only such duties as were ab 
solutely necessary were performed. Aft 
8.30 in the morning the regiment assem. 


bled around the band stand, which had 
been attractively decorated with bunting, 
American flags and the regiméntal colors, 
with the Color Guard seated on the stand; 
the regimental commander, Col..0. R 
Wolfe, and the officers of the regiment; 
Brig. Gen. William S. Graves and aid, 
Lieut. J. Whitelaw, Col. William J. Glas. 
gow, chief of staff, Ist Division, Captain 
Tague, aid to Major General Hale. 

After the National Anthem by the regi- 
mental band, Major Oliver Allen, 18th Ip 
fantry, who served in every engagement of 
the regiment in Europe, gave a brief his. 
tory of the regiment from its birth in 1812, 
He referred to the gallant and meritorious 
service of the 18th in the A.E.F., it being 
the first American unit to occupy the front 
line trenches with the French, the first to 
capture a German prisoner, and the first 
te receive casualties at the hands of the 
enemy. It was again honored in Mareh, 
1918, in being the first to receive the D8, 
C., one of its recipients still being on duty 
with the regiment—Sergt. Patrick Walsh. 
The 18th Infantry was also credited with 
being the first to plant its colors on the 
French front. The band played the regi- 
mental march, after which Chaplain Paul 
B. Rupp pronounced the benediction. 

Upon completion of these exercises the 
regiment assembled on the parade ground 
and the retpainder of the morning was de 


voted to races and athletic competitions 
between. companies, cash prizes being 
awarded. In the afternoon a game of base- 


ball between the 1st Battalion and the un- 
attached units was scheduled, to determine 
the champions of the regiment, but this 
was postponed on account of rain. A spe 
cial dance was arranged for the evening 


and special dinners were enjoyed at all of 
the messes.

EFFECT OF WAR GASES ON 
MACHINE GUNS AND SMALL ARMS. 
During the war and after there were 

reports more or less unconfirmed that ma- 
chine guns and small arms in the hands 
of the British were put out of action due 
to the corrosive effect of the chlorine gas 
and other chemical warfare agents used by 
the Germans. 

The possibility of putting out of action 
small arms by this means is something of 
tremendous importance from a. tactical 
standpoint. Extensive experiments have 
been carried on at Edgewood Arsenal by 
the Chemical Warfare Service to deter- 
mine the effect of chemical warfare agents 
ou «sthall’ arms and small arms ammuai- 
tion. Concentrations of gas were uw 
greater than those which in general could 
be expected upon the battlefield. It was 
found that machine guns would not in gen- 
eral be put out of action by any concen 
tration of chemical warfare agents which 
is at all feasible under field conditions. 

The operation of small arms in a chlo 
rine gas cloud is, however, at best very 
difficult because of the corrosive effect of 
the gas, and without skilful handling some 
of the weapons will be put out of action 


.A chlorine gas cloud cannot be counted on, 


however, to put out of action a machine 
gun nest or to prevent the operation of 
tanks. The after effects of the gas may 
he the cause of a greatedeal of trouble if @ 
thorough cleaning of the weapons is not 
undertaken after the attack. The rr 
mors that machine guns or other weapons 
Were put ott /of-aetien by gas cloud at 
tacks upon the British front would seem 
to be somewhat exaggerated.

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Senate Passes Service Pay Bill é . 


The Senate has passed the Pay bill. At 
this writing.it has not been determined 
yhether the Senate amendments will go 
directly. to conference, or first receive con- 
sideration on the floor of the House. 

Aceepting all the amendments to the 
Service Pay bill (H.R. 10972) as recom- 
wended by Mr. Wadsworth’s committee to 
the Senate and printed on page 895 of the 
ARMY AND Navy. JOURNAL, May 20, after 
changing. the ‘word pay to promotion in 
the first committee amendment relating to 
captains of-the Medical Administrative 
Corps and after making a few verbal 
changes so as to make all provisions of 
the bill effective from July 1, 1922, the 
Senate adopted three other amendments 
proposed on the floor of the Senate and 
passed the bill on May 22. 


Pay Amendments Adopted. 


This means that the Senate voted to re- 
move the limitation that the House had 
set on retired pay; accepted the commit- 
te’ amendments relating to Federal pay 
of Né.tional Guard; voted that murses’ al- 
lowances should be those of officers of the 
first period, and that officers and former 
oficers of the Philippine Scouts retired 
prior to June 4, 1920, shall be entitled to 
promotion on the retired list for active 
duty heretofore performed subsequent to 
retirement, ete., as set forth on page 895, 
May 20. 

One of the new amendments adopted by 
the Senate reinserts in another place a 
modified form of the Bland amendment 
counting National Guard service toward 
longevity pay, which had been adopted on 
the floor of the House as Section 4, and, as 
such section, had been stricken out by Sen- 
ate committtee amendment. Final action 
of the Senate’ on this matter is shown in 
the amendment proposed by Senator New 
of Indiana and adopted as indicated by 
italics in the following paragraph of Sec- 
tion 1: 

“For officers [hereafter] appointed on 
end after July 1, 1 no . service 
shall - be. .counted: for purposes of pay 
except active commissioned service under a 
federal appointment and commissioned 
service in the National Guard when called 
out by order of the President, For 
oficers in the Service on July 1, 1922, all 
service which is now counted in computing 
longevity pay and 50 per cent. of all com- 
missioned. service as officers of the Organ- 
ized Militia between Jan. 21, 1909, and 
July 1, 1916; and officers of the National 
Guard, Naval Militia or National Naval 
Volunteers since July 1, 1916, and service 
as a contract: surgeon serving full time, 
shall be included in the computation.” 

Mr. Wadsworth ‘explained that ‘the 
amendment as. adopted. above was “less 
than the House provision. It grants credit, 
for the purpose of computing longevity 
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pay, for that service performed since the 
National Guard became a serious military 
undertaking; in other words, since the 
passage of the Dick act; otherwise there 
w ould be no limit to the longevity proposi- 
tion.” 

To correct a decision of the Comptroller 
which prohibited the Secretary of the Navy 
from fixing the pay of certain enlisted 
specialists to correspond with their duties, 
Senator Wadsworth proposed an amend- 
ment which was adopted. In Section 11, 
relating to rates of pay of enlisted men of 
the Navy and Coast Guard, after the sen- 
tence reading, “‘Chief petty officers under 
acting appointment shall be included in the 
first grade at a monthly base pay of $99,” 
the following sentence was inserted: “That 
the Secretary of the Navy is authorized to 
fix the pay grade for the various ratings 
of enlisted men of the Navy; and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is authorized to fix 
the pay grade for the various ratings of 
enlisted men of the Coast Guard,” 


Bilt Effective July 1. 


The following section was substituted 
for oe 2, which makes the bill effec- 
tive July 1 

“Sec, 28. That the provisions of this act 
shall be effective beginning July 1, 1922, 
and all taws and parts of laws which are 
inconsistent herewith or in conflict with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed 
ag of that date.” 

Although the Senate has been holding 
night sessions for the past two weeks, Sen- 
ator Wadsworth persuaded the leaders to 
convene the body at ten o’clock Monday, 
two hours before the regular time of meet- 
ing. He went into the merits of the Pay 
bill in such a convincing manner that there 
was no request for a roll call when the 
time was reached to pass the bill. Senator 
Borah voted against the bill. Throughout 
the discussion the Senator from Idaho was 
inclined to be critical, but made no vigor- 
ous protest or any set speech in opposition 
to the measure. His only reply to Senator 
Wadsworth’s discussion of the bill was 
that he could prove that a United States 
Senator could not live on his pay if he were 
given an opportunity. To this all of the 
Senators agreed by emphatic nods of the 
head, and it was impossible for the Senator 
from Idaho to start an argument or a com- 
parison along this line. 

In the course of his presentation of the 
bil] Senator Wadsworth said: 

“The hearings had not proceeded to a 
great extent before it became entirely clear 
that the old permanent pay schedules were 
utterly inadequate, and that it was utterly 
impossible for us to revert to the old sched- 
ules. This led, of course, to the conclu- 
sion that somewhere between the 1908 
schedules. as a minimum and the 1920 tem- 


porary schedule) as a maximum. could, be 
found the true and accurate measure. of 
compensation. As the result of our delib- 
eration two bills were reported—one to the 
House of Representatives and one to the 
Senate.” 


Mr. Wadsworth Explains Bill. 


The Senator went on to explain that the 
two: bills were practically identical and 
they established a new system of pay for 
the Services. He explained that instead 
of basing pay entirely on rank a combina- 
tion between rank and length of service 
was adopted. 

“The committee,’ the Senator contin- 
ued, “as it examined this question became 
convineed that the Government should be 
protected financially against the results of 
abnormally rapid promotion, such as has 
been going on in the Army during the last 
few years, and that at the same time the 
officer should be protected financially 
against abnormally slow or what might be 
called utter stagnation in promotion. We 
haye examined the statistics and records 
of the Army, the Navy, the Coast Guard, 
and the other Services in the matter of 
promotion as conditions have existed in the 
past and the effect upon pay, with the re- 
result that we came to the conclusion, as 
I have already indicated, that we should 
establish the base pay of officers on a com- 
bination of length of service and of rank: 

“An examination of the bill in its first 
section wil] show how the six pay periods 
are arranged. Let us commence at the bot- 
tom, at.the first pay period. We find this 
situation provided fer under the terms of 
the bill: A young man is fommissioned as 
an ensign in the Navy or a second lieuten- 
ant in the Army, and under this bill his 
base pay will be $1,500 a year, as com- 
pared with the 1908 schedule of $1,700 a 
year.. It may be, Mr. President, that that 
young officer may be very rapidly Promoted 
to the grade of first lieutenant in the Army 
or of lieutenant (junior grade) in-~ the 
Navy; in fact, it has happened in scores 
of instanees in the last two years that a 
second lieutenant in the Army spends only 
two,or three weeks in that grade and in- 
stantly advances to the grade of first lieu- 
tenant and receives accordingly a substan- 
tial increase in pay. That rapidity of pro- 
motion has extended up through the grades 
of first lieutenant and captain and has 
reached even the grade of major. This 
bill, in effect, provides that a second lieu- 
tenant in the Army or an ensign in the 
Navy, starting in at the -base pay pre- 
scribed for the first period, shal] not re- 
ecive an increase in pay until he has served 
three years. He may even be promoted to 
the next higher rank, but still his base pay 
is not to be increased until he has conclud- 
ed three years of service. On the other

there is any serious disagrecment is the 
Oliver amendment reducing the pay of re- 
tired colonels, lieutenant colonels and ma- 
jors. This appears to be a pet project of 
the gentleman from Alabama, who assumes 
the attitude that the government will be 
bankrupted if it is not adopted. 

Most: of the members of the House who 
have studied the auestion recognize the in- 
justice of this amendment. _It- is believed 
that they can command sufficient support 
on..the floor of the House to defeat the 
proposition when it comes to a vote. The 
War and Navy Departments are not in 
the least disposed to compromise on the 
matter. They are insisting that in jus- 
tice to these officers of long service, many 
of whom are veterans of the Spanish- 
American War as well as the: World War, 
they should receive due recoghition on 
lines that have been adopted by the Special 
Joint Committee after mature considera- 
tion of the bill, 

To speed up the consideration of the bill, 
some of the publican leaders have pro- 
posed to modify the amendment so as to 
provide that officers now on the retired 
list shall not receive an increase-in pay. 
‘this would not affect the retired pay of 
officers in the future. That is, the present 
retired officers would draw pay on the 
1908 basis and the future retired officers 
ov the basis of the bill. pending before 
Congress. 

But this is far from being satisfactory 
to the authorities in the War and Navy 
Department. Because they fear that the 
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retired officers may think that the repre- 
sentatives of the department in charge of 
the bill have betrayed them, extraordinary 
efforts are being put forth by the military 
end naval authorities to secure the defeat 
of the entire amendment. 

The Senate by confirming the nomina- 
tions of this year’s graduates of the Na- 
val Academy to be ensigns, brought the 
eentroversy which was started in the 
House as to whether this year’s class 
would be commissioned, to a close. The 
Senate said “no” emphatically to the pro- 
pesal to break faith with the young. men 
who had given four years of their life to 
qualify. for.service in the Navy. 

The nominations were sent to the Sen- 
ate by the President on May 20, unani- 
1mously reported from the Senate Naval 
Commiittee on May 22 and confirmed at 
an’ executive session in the evening on 
May 23. ‘This closes the entire incident, 
fcr even if the Senate should adopt the 
House provision limiting the number of 
graduates to ‘be commissioned, it would not 
deprive the midshipmen of their rights in 
the Navy. They will be commissioned be- 
fore the Navy Appropriation bill is re- 
ported out of the Senate Committee. All 
along, as has been stated in these columns, 
there was no sympathy in the Senate for 
the House provision to deprive the gradu- 
ates of commissions. The promptness with 
which the Senate took action on the nom- 
inations fully substantiates t 

The Senate sub-committee on appropria- 
ticns, now that the nominations have been 


confirmed, is. proceeding to frame the 
propriations so as to provide for the 
shipmen and a Navy of 86,000.

Few Changes in 


: ew Navy Uniform. 


Very few changes are recommended in 
the report of the beard on Navy Uniform 
Regulations which will shortly be 
ted to the Secretary of the Navy. A great 
mass of su ms was submitted to the 
board, but interest of economy, both 
for the Government and the officers, few 
were adopted. The board has been work- | 
ing on the regulations for several: months 
and it will be three or four months 
before they will come from the 
after having been passed upon by . 
retary of the Navy. 

The regulations will be issued in loose 
leaf form and after they are adopted offi- 
cers will have plenty of time to. comply 
with them, even with the slight changes 
that have been recommended. The most 
important change, which is not radical ia 
eharacter, is for the cap. The new cep 
will have a broader crown and will be 

tically the same cap that was recom- 
unended by the board which reported on 
the present regulations. The report of the 
former board was disapproved by former 
Secretary Daniels and the regulation cap 
at present is not thought to be in harmony 
with the uniform now wérn.

White Mess Jacket Returned. 


The board recommends the return of the 
white mess jacket to the uniform reguia- 
tions. In making this recommendation it 
yielded to the insistent demand of officers 
serving in tropical and semi-tropical sta- 
tions. 

Ne change is recommended in the over- 
coat other than it should reach one-third 
of the distance between the knees and the 
ground. The suggestion for new buttons 
and sleeve devices, not only on the uniform 
but on the cap, were fimally rejected. 

The board recommended the issuing of 
orders for miniature medals to be worn on 
evening dress. In this respect the board 
expressed the opinion that the policy of 
the Army should be followed. 

Perhaps the most important recommen- 
dation made by the board is for a light 
raincoat to be worn by enlisted men. After 
extended experiments, a material has been 
found that will not stick or deteriorate in 
tropical climate. It is impregnated bal- 
loon cloth and will be a blue-black in color. 
No doubt this change will be received en- 
thusiastically by the enlisted personnel, 
who have felt the need for some time for 
a raincoat.

SCRAPPING PLAN HELD UP 
WHILE. OTHER NATIONS DALLY. 


Although the Arms Conference treaties 
were rushed through the Senate, the other 
nations do not appear to be taking any ac- 
tive steps towards the ratification of the 
agreements. Up to this time China is the 
only other nation which has ratified the 
treaties. The question now is as to how far 
will the United States go in carrying out 
the terms of the naval treaty before the 
other parties take any action. 

The scrapping bill is now pending in the 
House, having been reported favorably 
from the House Committee on Nayal Af- 
fairs. The Navy Department, as pub- 
lished in the last issue of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL, has prepared its plans for 
the scrapping of the fleet under the agree- 
ment. It is assumed that Congress will 
shortly pass the scrapping bill unless some 
opposition develops in the Senate. In the 
Senate the opposition to the treaties is 
likely to ask some questions from the State 
Department as to what progress has been 
made by other nations towards the ratifica- 
tion of the international agreements. 

If the program of Congress and the De- 
partment is carried out, the first battle- 
ships which are now in active service to 
be scrapped will be the North Dakota and 
the Delaware. These ships will be re- 
placed by the West Virginia and Colorado, 
now in the process of construction. The 
Navy Department has asked for $5,500,000 
to complete the construction of the West 
Virginia and Colorado. It is estimated 
that it will take two or three months to 
complete the new dYreadnoughts, if the 
scrapping program goes forward without 
interruption. 

In this connection attention is called to 
the fact that the Arms. Conference ad- 
journed Feb. 5. Since then there has been 
a great deal of talk among other nations 
as to what they were going to do in carry- 
ing out the treaties. So far no actual 
progress has been. made in that direction 
excepting the scrapping of some antiquated 
warships.

ANNUAL CRUISE OF 
MASSACHUSETTS NAUTICAL SCHOOL. 


In the annual report of the commission- 
ers of the Massachusetts Nautical School 
for the year ending Noy. 30, 1921, Mr. 
Francis~-“T:~ Bowles, chairman, states 
that the outstanding feature of the year 
has been the resumption of the foreign 
cruise, which was replaced on account of 
the World War by a coasting cruise from 
1914 to 1920, inclusive. 

The U.S.S. Nantucket, loaned the state 
by the Navy Department and _sailin 
from Boston May 3, 1921, cruised 9,872 
bpautical miles, of which 2,356 were under 
sail alone, visiting Plymouth (England), 
Brest, Lisbon, Cadiz, Gibraltar, Tangier, 
Madeira; and returning to Norfolk on 
Aug. 12, visited Washington, D.C., York- 
town, Philadelphia and Nantucket. The 
ship arrived in Boston on Sept. 13, hav- 
ing had no sickness during the cruise, and 
without mishap. - As the crew employed by 
the Commonwealth consisted only of four 
seamen, the ship was operated both 08 
deck and ip the engine room and fireroom 
almost wholly by the cadets. 

The graduates of the school during the 
thirty years of its existence now number 
1,005. Notwithstanding the great depres- 
sion in ocean transportation, nearly all © 
the graduates of 1921 have obtained post 
tions afloat. :

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Weekly: Review of 
Fighting Going On 

The Peking Cabinet has issued a formal 
statement denouncing Gen. Chang-T’so-Lin 
as a rebel in consequence of his recent 
declaration of independence of Manchuria 
and Mongolia. The indications are that 
Chang-T'so-Lin, under the threat of an en- 
veloping movement: by the forces of Wu 
Pei-Fu, is withdrawing his’ forces’ behind 
the. Lwan river. 

In the: meantime much. publicity is be- 
ing given-to the activities of: Sun Yat Sen, 
the head of the Canton government. After 
his failure to enter Hunan province in his 
advance against Wu Pei-Fu, Sun Yat Sen 
is reported-to have halted at Shau-Chow, 
the northern terminus of the railway from 
Canton, with. about 30,000 badly disci- 
plined and poorly equipped ‘troops. With 
these troops he repeats the threats he has 
been giving out for the past year of in- 
vasion of North China. He claims to have 
dismissed’ his . principal military cem- 
mander, Gen. Chen Chiung Ming, who is 
reported to be at Wai Chow, about eighty 
miles’ east ef Canton, with about 15,000 
.disaffeeted: troops. 


Sun Yat Sen’s Authority Weakened, 


Sun Yat Sen’s representative in Kwangsi 
province has been driven out and has taken 
refuge in Canton. It is also reported that 
Sun Yat Sen has lost the support of the 
provinces of Yunnan and Kwe: Chow. 
Thus the entire coalition of southern prov- 
inces appears to have dissolved, with the 
result that Sun Yat Sen’s authority is re- 
stricted to the province of Kwangtung. 

In Kwangtung. itself his hold is very 
precarious. Banditry is rife, the financial 
situation ig very serious and disaffection 
has gravely affected the reliability of the 
troops. Bitter. partisan feeling exists 
among the adhérents of Sun Yat Sen and 
Chen Chiung Ming. It is apparent that 


the entire movement of South China 
against Wu Pei-Fu has completely col- 
lapsed. 


Under these circumstances the ontlook 
for Wu Pei-Fu’s plans for the reconstruc- 
tion of China is extremely favorabie. ‘The 
most serious obstacle to the realization of 
. unified China is the empty ireasury and 

» diffienlty of raising funds required to 
fn ince the government. 


Soviet Russia. 


Press dispatches of May 21 are to thé 
effect that the Italian steamer Marte was 
fred on and sunk by Russian batteries in 
the Black Sea. It is also reported that 
Trotzky, Soviet War Minister, bas delivy- 
ered a highly inflammatory address follow- 
ing the break-up of the Gesoa Cunference. 
The Red army is to cross the frontier of 
capitalistie states and the Red flag to wave 
over all Burope. “Some tinre during the 
summer the Red army will be called upon 
to give proof of its fighting force.” 

In view of this threat it is of interest 
to consider what strength Trotzky will 
have at his disposition for the execution 
of an offensive. According to a speech de- 
livered by ‘Trotzky before ihe Ninth Soviet 
Congress in December, 1921, the effective 
fighting strength of the Red army and 
navy is 1,595,000. Of these 225,000 are 
included in the navy and in the Sheka 
(police) forces, leaving the actual strength 
of the army as 1,370,000. The combat 
troops comprise 95 infantry brigades and 
49 cavalry brigades of a total strength of 
about 644,000. It is thus apparent that 
the Soviet government has at its dispusi- 
tion sufficient forces for the waging of a 
formidable offensive. However, the organ- 
ization of the services of ‘he rear is very 
inadequate, transportation and food sup- 
plies are lacking, rolling stock is deficient 
and railway bridges and road-bed are in 
an extremely poor state uf repair. For 
these reasons there are grave doubts fhat 
the Bolshevists are in the present situa- 
tion capable of launching an offensive with 
reasonable prospects of success. 


BRITISH GENERAL FAVORS 
HORSES FOR TRANSPORT. 


Major Gen. Sir John Headlam, of the 
British armyy has given some details in the 
Royal Artillery Journal of an American 
motor battery experiment by twenty-four 
batteries. “In the conclusions,” ‘says the 
Army and Navy Gazette of London, “it is 
considered that petrol will require more

be ACADEMY OF AERONAUTICS 
FAILS TO GET OFFICIAL SUPPORT. 


In response to the Senate resolution of 
April 5, relative to the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a school of aeronautics and a gov- 
ernment plant for the development of air- 
craft, Secretary of War Weeks on May 17 
sent the following letter to the President 
of the Senate: 

‘“Sm: In response to Seaate Resolution 
No. 266, directing the Secretary of War to 
report to Congress (1) whether or not it 
is feasible. and. advisable -to establish a 
school of aeronautics, to be-known as the 
United’ States “Academy for Aeronautics, 
with buildings, grounds and equipment 
necessary for instructing and training ca- 
dets; (2) whether or not it is practicable 
to use a part of the buildings and grounds 
of the United States Military Academy 
and of the United States Naval Academy 
for separate schools in aeronautics, to the 
end that young men desirous of qualifying 
for commissions in the United States Air 
Service may be appointed as cadets to such 
separate aeronautical schools in the same 
manner as cadets are now appointed to 
qualify for commissions in the United 
States Army and the United States Navy; 
and (3) whether or not it is feasible to 
take over one of the existing navy yards or 
arsenals for the purpose of converting the 
same into a government plant for the de- 
velopment and manufacture of aircraft of 
various kinds, suitable for national, com- 
mercial and defense purposes; by direc- 
tion of-the President I transmit to you the 
following information : 

“(1) It is feasible to establish a school 
of aeronautics to be known as the United 
States Academy of Aeronautics, with build- 
ings, grounds and equipment necessary for 
instructing cadets, provided (a) that such 
institution is authorized by law; (b) that 
its establishment and maintenance is made 
the duty of an authorized governmental 
agency with sufficient personnel, and (¢) 
that proper appropriations for its estab- 
lishment and maintenance are made by 
Congress. 

“However, it is not considered advisa- 
ble to establish such a school, since the 
War Department already provides for the 
instruction and training of flyers in the 
military service, and other governmental 
agencies make similar provision for their 
services. Schools for flyers are now main- 
tained by the Army as follows: Primary 
flying school, pursuit school, bombardment 
school, attack school, observation school, 
communications school, mechanics school, 
photographie school, engineering school. 

“Their courses are suitable and are pro- 
ducing trained flyers in adequate numbers. 
Some consolidations of schools and im- 
| aipecerwrd in courses are contemplated. 

e existing plants can easily be expanded 
to handle any desirable wir ns or of stu- 
dents. 

“(2) It is not practicable to use a part 
of the buildings and grounds of the United 
States ‘Military Academy for a separate 
school in aeronautics to the end that young 
men desirous of qualifying for commis- 
sions in the United States Air Service may 
be appointed as cadets to such separate 
aeronautical school in the same manner as 
cadets are now appointed to qualify for 
commissions in the United States Army 
and the United States Navy. Such a use 
would involve greatly curtailing the activi- 
ties of the United States Military Acad- 
emy. The mission of the United States 
Military Academy is: To so develop the 
powers of analysis that the mind may rea- 
son to a logical conclusion ; to instill dis- 
cipline and a high sense of honor; to bring 
its graduates to the threshold of their pro- 
no properly equipped. to pursue its 
stu 

“The buildings and grounds of the United 
States Military Academy are not entirely 
sufficient for the carrying out of its pres- 
ent mission, and could not be diverted to 
other uses without corresponding loss of 
efficiency in the United States Military

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>. 00 French Military Service of 18 Months 
vs. that of Two Years

(European Military Correspondent) 





The Army aND Navy JOURNAL, 
realizing the great importance of giv- 
ing 1ts readers an opportunity of keep- 
ing in touch with the many interest- 
ing military events and changes con- 
stantly taking place in Europe, has 
been fortunate enough to obtain the 
services of Captain Raugel of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the French army as its 
European military correspondent. 











One knows that Germany has actually 
250,000 trained soldiers, carefully selected 
and instructed (100,000 belonging to the 
Reichswehr and 150,000 belonging to the 
Schutzpolizei). In face of these 250,000 
men France has the right and duty to 
maintain an equivalent force. But this 
ferce ought to be about a third superior 
in number because it is not composed of 
professionals but men of the French quota, 
who cannot be utilized until after six 
months’ service. 

It is for a military service of eighteen 
months that the President of the Army 
Board of the Chamber of Deputies and 
the French government ask this indis- 
pensable force, which should be utilized at 
the outset for the maintenance of order in 
the colonies. 

The shorter the time in barracks the 
more intensive training should be, the more 
competent the personnel, the more abund- 
ant the material, the less the men can be 
withdrawn from the daily training to ap- 
ply themselves to the different tasks in- 
dispensable to the life of the troops. For 
with the service of eighteen months the 
petty officers of the contingent named 
after ten months of service, have not the 
necessary experience to be instructors 
during the last eight months. Moreover, 
they have to learn their duties of field 
section leaders, or to command a squad of 
men, and six months is net too much for 
this. They are then obliged to have re- 
course to re-enlisted men, and in num- 
bers much greater than the call, since the 
half-class is obliged to have a double set of 
instructors. 

In addition to certain specialists, the 
armorers, blacksmiths and hostlers should 
be soldiers by profession. Whence it fol- 
lows that the men of the troops serving be- 
yond the legal service, recognized neces- 
sary amount about 80,000. . With the 
service of two years they would have half 
a class, i.e., about 110, more men, who 
paid as soldiers of the quota, would cost 
the state three francs sixty centimes 4 
day, while with the service at eighteen 
months these would be replaced by special- 
ists whom it would be necessary to pay 
from fifteen to twenty francs a day. 

On the other hand, with the short ser- 
vice the necessity to utilize to the maxi- 
mum for his instruction the time passed 
by the man in the barracks leads to his 
vo longer doing the multitndinous tasks 
indispensable to the life of the troop; so 
that cooks, tailors, cobblers, carpenters, 
ete., all of those whom one calls in the 
re of troops “‘the employees,” would be 

aced by the civil workers or women 
om it would naturally be necessary to 
pay more than ordinary soldiers. 

or these two reasons, strong augmen- 
tation of the number of the re-enlisted, 
substitution of the hand of the civilian 
worker for the hand of the military work- 
er, the necessary outlay would be much 
greater with the service at eighteen months 
than with the service of two years. It 
wuld be still greater if they passed to the 
service of one year, supposing that they 
wished. to conserve an army, instructed, 
disciplined, capable at all times to fill its 
réle of guardian of the soil and the honor 
of the nation. 

Tnasmuch as France has not recognized 
the existence in Germany of the sincere 
desire to acquit herself of her engagements 
and her wish, not equivocal, to live in 
peace with her neighbors, it will not be 
possible-farther to reduce the military 
power of the country. 


Service of 18 Months or of 8. 


In the course of a discussion on the law 
of recruiting in view of the project of the 
army board, which asks for the service of 
eighteen months, the Socialists have pre- 
sented a proposition setting out to estab- 
lish the service of eight months. 

The Socialist thesis follows: 

The. military organization of France 
should only serve to assure the defense of 
the country; the necessity for an army, in 
time of peace, as strong as that based on 
a service of eighteen months does not exist. 

In order to assure the defense of the 
country, it would suffice to utilize to the 
maximum the reserves, to create and to 
maintain aboundant material, for the in- 
dustrial mobilization of the country. The 
army in time of peace would only be an 
iustrument of instruction in calm periods 
and an organ of momentary protection for 
the mobilization. Germany probably could 
not mobilize her reserves more quickly 
than we could; we could throw a our 
reserves, once mobilized, en bloc into the 
struggle, at the same time asking the army 
ef eighteen months to furnish us an active 
protection, that is to say, the offensive 
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operations. _We could risk the game of 
war on the fortune of this protection. 

The only difficulty to overcome is that 
which presents. the formation of the 
armies, but the value of the command of 
these armies, the cohesive force that they 
soldiers by profession, having all been to 
war and chosen with care. A mentality 
not changed, a tool ready to satisfy its 
grudges. This constitutes for the reflec- 
tive mind .a danger in face of which France 
would give to the unit, would come of the 
contact they would have with it: To es- 
tablish this contact, they would convoke 
for their periods of instruction such units 
as Would constitute the mobilization. 

The army in the time of peace being re- 
duced as much as possible a great economy 
would be realized. 

Finally, political argument, the desire 
for peace of France, should inscribe itself 
in the military institutions. 

Such is the summary of the Socialist 
theme. The Chamber of Deputies has not 
admitted it. 

France is not assured that she will not 
be obl some day to force Germany tc 
acquit herself of the obligations that are 
imposed upon her by the Peace Treaty. It 
does not seem that this power has really 
renounced all le ry ideas, for at the 
outset she has ,000 men under arms, 
finds herself alone and against which it is 
of moment that she fortifies herself. 


What 18 Months Plan Demands. 


The partisans of the service of eighteen 
months, like all those of the service of 
eight months, demand the complete utiliza- 
tion of the reserves, a power materi 
and the organization of the indust 
mobilization. But they say also that the 
protection, furnished by the service of 
eight months would be powerless to pre- 
vent an irruption of the German machine 
on the Rhine territory, then on the soil of 
France. If this irruption takes place, it 
will be like the last time, the invasion of 
territory, and that which took place never 
should have taken place in 1914, the 
trouble caused by the mobilization. It is 
that which should by all means be avoided, 
and to arrive at this end, it is necessary 
for France to have protection, capable of 
cpposing any irruption of the German 
machine. 

As long as circumstances remain as 
they are, the service of eighteen months 
would ‘furnish at the time the necessary 
protection—twelve divisions and twenty 
divisions for the interior. 

Of the twelve divisions demanded on the 
Rhine by the government and the French 
staff, the Socialists oppose the ten divi- 
sions that can give the service of eight 
months, declaring useless the ‘twenty divi- 
sions of the interior of the service of eigh- 
teen’ months. But there is cause to re- 
mark that the twenty divisions living in 
the regions of the territory would be al- 
ready complete organisms, disposing of all 
their means, and that their mobilization 
could take place in an order and with 
such rapidity that their pemnge on the 
field of war to effective re-inforcements 
eculd be-used to keep up an incessant fire 
and permit the protective army to fill 
again integrally and immediately the rdle 
that awaits her. 

However well organized the military and 
civil mobilization might be, it is incon- 
testable that it would move more rapi 
if it found the armies in which it shoull 
make itself effective, and as to the war, 
the rapidity of the mobilization is the 
urst thing to realize. 

France is neither militaristic nor im- 
perialistic. The spectacle of eight rav- 
aged departments, the souvenir of 1,500, 
lead, inspires no sympathy for the war 
which ruins the conqueror as well as the 
conquered. 

But she does not wish that her powerful 
reighbor, the day when she will become 
pcewerful enough to lead again the succes- 
sion of horrors on French territory, should 
find her unprepared. 

For France will be alone the day of im- 
mediate danger, for the sea and the ocean 
separate her from her allies. 

It is for that reason she cannot cut off 
her power of arms and the resistance of 
her armor. 

Having to choose between the service of 
one year and eighteen months, the Cham- 
ber of Deputies has spurned the first and 
voted for the principle of the second. 


Germany and Lost Territories. 


No one will contest that Germany hopes 
to evade paying the indemnities imposed 
on her by the treaty, and one cannot deny 
that she desires to recuperate all her forces 
as far as that is possible, the territories 
populated by non-Germans, which have 
been taken away from her because of the 
principle of their nationality. 

On the other hand, although we have the 
Allies whose faithful co-operation is as- 
sured, history and geography impose on 
us permanently the perilous charge of 
guarding the outposts of our Northeastern 
frontier. If we were attacked again we 
would proceed with our mobilization un- 
der cover of a protection sufficiently strong 
in order not to lose the benefit of the oc- 
cupation of the Rhine, and also that our 
territory might not be invaded. 

Germany, as the Commission of Con- 
trol tells us, is not definitely disarmed. 
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The tone of her papets, the teaching: of 
her schools, the activity of her public and 
secret military organizations, the existence 
of hidden depositories of arms, like that 
of Gleivitz, witness her arrested desire to 
not accept. the consequences of her defeat. 
And we do not know whether before a 
little while we will not find ourselves in 
the presence of a Germany, who, tripling 
her Reichswebr and her police and bring- 
ing them to the Rhine, will say to us, 
“Your treaty can not be executed. 
you want the money take it at the end of 
eur bayonets.” If at that moment on 
the left bank of the Rhine, there are only 
a small number of troops dispersed in the 
Rhineland, what superior power will pre- 
vent the German army from crossing the 
river and obliterating the last trace of the 
defeat of 1918? 

It is imperative that we have protec- 
tion which not only has the mission of 
forming a curtain,- but which might be 
strong enough, if necessary, to occupy the 
strategic points and to impede the con- 
centration of an adversary. 

This would be our army in time of 
peace, rapidly mobilized and rapidly re- 


assembled, which would constitute our 


army of protection, immediate guarantee 
of our security and of the mobilization of 
our principal forces. 

The extreme advance guard of this army 
is already on the Rhine, where, following 
an international contract, “we are obliged 
tc maintain six divisions of an effective 
total of 85,000 men.” 


French Army Requirements. 


Having given all these considerations, 
what are the numbers that France ought 
to maintain in her army in time of peace? 

From the unanimous advice of the board 
that assists the war minister, France 
ought to have on the continent 475,000 
men, capable of assuring in time of peace 
the instruction of the contingent, in case 
of danger the protection of the general 
mobilization. ’ 

But there is also a France in Africa, a 
France in Asia, a France of the high seas; 
it is necessary to assure the pacification 
of Morocco and that of Syria, we must in 
apy case furnish garrisons in Silesia and 
at Constantinople; colonies and theaters 
of exterior operations claim soldiers. This 
is why France must have, besides. 475,000 
men on the continent, 54,000 in Algeria, 
63,000 in the colonies, 48,000 in Morocco, 
40,000 in the Orient: 

Which gives us: 

In France and on the Rhine. .475,000

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Such are our needs; how to satisfy 
them? 


The service of one year gave us 250,000 
men of the quota, half of whom are not in- 
structed; the service of eighteen months 
would give us 375,000 men, of whom a 


_third are uninstructed. There are 305,000 


lacking. We would ask for 100,000 in re- 


enlistments and 205,000 of the native con- 


tingent. But would we find the 100,000 
re-enlisted of whom we have need? Would 
we have the 205,000 natives that we wish 
to enroll? Could we easily install them, 
acclimate them and utilize them in Europe 
immediately? In that case we are not sure 
of finding 305,000 who are necessary to us; 
so it would be hazardous to deprive our- 
selves in voting for the service of one year 
of the 125,000 men of the quota which as- 
sures us the third half-class of the service 
of eighteen months. The project of the 
service of one year presented to the Cham- 
ber did not speak of the colonial army, nor 
of the necessity of the occupation and de- 
fense of the colonies. It did not mention 


the difficulties of instruction and of mobili- 


zation inherent to the service of a very 
short term. 

A service of less than eighteen months 
would not permit France to face all her 
military obligations. It could only assure 
the permanent constitution and instrue- 
tion of elementary sub-units, companies, 
squadrons, batteries, to the exclusion of 
the regiments, brigades and divisions. 

“The service of one year,’ General Buat, 
Chief of Staff, said, “implies the absence 
of great unity, the absence of an efficient 
protective army, and the absence of imme- 
diate danger. Absence of immediate dan- 
ger? We, unhappily, are not there.” 

Summarizing, the service of eighteen 


.months gives us in the present actual cir- 


cumstances the necessary security in giv- 
ing us an army sufficiently solid. The ser- 
vice of one year would not give us this 
security. When the immediate danger will 
have diminished, when the German men- 
tality will have evolved in a pacific sense, 
then we will no longer need such a strong 
protective army, and we will be able to 
adopt a shorter service. The Chamber of 
Deputies has voted the service of eighteen 
ths, because it considered it a neces- 
sity of the moment. It will vote a service 
of ome year, or even a shorter service, 
when the circumstances appear to them 
more favorable.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OF U.S. 
PROTESTS ARMY AND NAVY CUTS. 


Resolutions protesting against reduction 
in the strength of our national defenses 
continue to pour into Washington. The 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which held its annual meeting in 
Washington last week, adopted a resolu 
tion commending the work of the Arms 
Conference and another against the ten- 
dency to reduce the authorized personnel 
strength of the Army and Navy. This, 
with other resolutions, indicates that pa- 
triotic Americans have not been confused 
in matters of national defense by the Arms 
Conference. 

Following is the text of the resolutions 
adopted by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States: 

“The chamber deprecates any tendency 
to reduce the authorized personnel of the 
Army and of the Navy below the strengtb 
conservatively requisite for the preserva- 
tion. of the national safety. It believes 
that adequate military preparedness upoB 
the part of the United States is the best 
continuing guaranty of permanent peace. 

“Tt, therefore, earnestly urges upon Con 
gress to provide a personnel for our Army 
and Navy, with reserve organizations, of 
sufficient strength to assure such guar 
anty.” 

Other organizations, in addition to those 
previously published in the Army AND 
Navy JouRNAL, which have passed simr 
lar resolutions are: The Women’s N& 
tional Republican Club, National Society 
United States Daughters of 1812 and the 
Onondaga County (N.Y.) Reserve Officers 
Association.

The distinguished Naval Academy crews 
acded to their laurels materially on May 
20 when they administered decisive de- 
feats all down the line to the Syracuse 
eights on the Severn. It was a big day

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SCHOOLS FOR ARMY CHILDREN. 


To rue Epifor: 

I am taking up this matter with you in 
hopes that some way can be had of edu- 
cating Army children. I believe this mat- 
ter has been referred to the War Depart- 
ment before and it has been ruled as stated 
in the enclosed letter. I am taking up this 
matter in the interests of the children of 
the enlisted men principally and also for 
the children of officers and civilians who 
live on military reservations, in the hope 
ihat some legislation might be had, either 
to make provisions in appropriations for 
paying teachers or to provide legislation 
whereby the Government reservations, for 
purpose of education, can be placed in 
state school districts and children com- 
pelled to attend school. 

As you will see by the enclosed letter, 
the reservation here, while part of New 
York state, is not included in any school 
district for the legal reasons that the state 
cannot enforce its school laws there. While 
every enlisted. man, civilian and officer 
would be willing to pay school taxes and 
all are anxious to educate their children, 
the question of the legal right to enforce 
laws stands in the way. e 

We can arrange locally to permit teach- 
ers to hold classes, we can send our chil- 
dren, we can furnish the building, heat, 
light, ete., but the state authorities cannot 
furnish teachers or appropriations with- 
out the legal jurisdiction, apparently. 

Would it decrease the Federal authority 
to legally place these reservations under 
state laws for education of children? 

Is not the education of all children, even 
though they belong to the military service, 
of paramount interest to the country? 

If states are willing to appropriate for 
schools provided they be given right to 
compel children to attend, could not the 
Federal government enact the necessary 
legislation to effect this? 

This has been for a long time a matter 
of vital concern to the Army. We are 
willing to pay in the form of school taxes 
or voluntary contributions our share of 
maintaining schools. All we ask is to 
have the right and privilege of educating 
our children given us. 

Please bring this matter, either through 
your publication or through personal cor- 
respondence, or both, before those members 
of our Congress who can help us and who 
are interested in the children.

Following is a copy of a letter from the 
New York State Department of Education 
to Major William 8S. Fulton, Headquar- 
ters, Fort Terry, N.Y., touching on the 
school situation : 

“I am in receipt of your letter relative 
to the establishing of a school for children 
on Plum Island. There is no record in 
this department of the location of Plum 
Island as a part of an existing school dis- 
trict. In other instances where land 
been ceded to the United States for mili- 
tary purposes it has been ruled by this de- 
——— and I think confirmed by the 

ar Department, that the school authori- 
ties of the state have no jurisdiction over 
the education of the children who live upon 
such reservations. 

“This department would be entirely will- 
ing to have Plum Island included in an ad- 
joining school district or established as a 
school district, if it be possible to do so 
under the federal and state laws relative 
to jurisdiction. One difficulty would lie 
in the fact that if it becomes a school dis- 
trict all children of school age must attend 
upon instruction and it would be neces- 
sary to enforce the laws as to attendance 
against parents and children. If the land 
in the reservation is assigned to or created 
as a school district the state could appor- 
tion a teacher’s quota for each teacher 
employed, amounting to $250 for the first 
teacher and for each additional 
teacher, and also could apportion a district 
quota of $125. 

“Whatever is required in addition to 
this for the maintenance of the school 
must be raised by tax upon the property 
of the district. or if there is no taxable 
property, the law would permit individual 
contributions to pay the required amount. 

“I do not think there is any legal ob- 
jection, so far as state laws are concerned, 
to creating Plum Island as a school 
and thus providing for the a t 
of the public school moneys ag ve 4 
cated. If the state money is 
it must: appear that school is main 
for thirty-six weeks each year, and t 
all the children of..compulsory school age 
are required to attend upon

HISTORY OF 71ST N.Y.N.G. 


History of the 7lst New York in the 
World War compiled by Robert S. Sut- 
liffe, regimental historian and treasurer of 
the 71st, forms an interesting volume of 
522 pages with forty-one illustrations. The 
7 may be obtained through Mr. Sut- 
iffe. 

The 71st is one of New York’s best regi- 
ments, and dates its organization from 
1850, when_it was first formed as “The 
American Guard.” In compiling its his- 
tcry in the World War, in which the regi- 
ment furnished some 3,000 men, the author 
bad a most difficult task, as the regiment 
was broken up in 1917, and its members 
were transferred to many organizations. 
Mr. Sutliffe, however, by dint of hard and 
intelligent work has accomplished his 
task of getting historical facts together 
with great it. . An 

The history, which contains 2,800 indi- 
vidual records, tells of the up-state ser- 
vice of the Tist, of its disintegration, of 
life at Spartanburg and the formation of 
the 54th Pioneer Regiment from the re- 
mainder of the old 7ist, of the trip over- 
seas, and experiences in Belgium and 
France, and of its return home. Among 
those who contribute interesting battle ex- 
periences as ex-7i1st officers with other or- 
ganizations in the 27th Division are Colo- 
nel Bulkley, Captain Maslin, Major Merz, 
Sergeant Cochrane and others. 

While in camp at Van Cortlandt Park. 
New York city, in 1917, just prior to leav- 
ing for Camp Wadsworth, S.C., 350 men 
of the 7ist were transferred to the 165th 
N.Y. (old 69th), who urgently needed 
men, before sailing overseas. 

At Camp Wadsworth the 7list was en- 
tirely broken up and its ‘personnel was 
transferred to the 105th and 106th In- 
fantry, 105th and 106th Field Artillery, 
102d Engineers, 102d Field Signal Bat- 
talion, the 3d New York Field Hospital 
end the 54th Pioneer Infantry, all of 
which served overseas and helped make 
history. ; : 

The latter regiment was organized with 
some nineteen officers and 183 men of the 
old Tist with Col. William G. Bates, of 
the Tist, an officer of long experience in 
command. The 54th was final filled up 
with drafted men, mostly from Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania and North Carolina, to the 
number of 3,549. It was thoroughly 
trained by Colonel Bates into a most effi- 
cient regiment, and served under him in 
France and Belgium. Colonel Bates was 
in command of the 54th during its entire 
existence.

R. E. M.—It would be impossible to figure 
out your exact retired pay because you do not 
state the length of your commissioned service.

Does 
that entitle the undersigned to continue draw 
ing commutation for quarters? 

Answer: Should you send your wife away 
and you remain behind, you wil! still continue 
to draw commutation for quarters, at least 
until June 30, 1922, under existing temporary 
pay law. 

18T SERGEANT, RETIRED.—The new pay 
bill does not provide allowances for warrant 
officers. A retired enlisted man who is et- 
titled to retired pay of warrant officer by 
reason of his having held a commission during 
the war would receive under the new bill 
three-fourths of the active pay of a warrant 
officer. The active pay of warrant officer over 
twenty years’. service is $148+20 per cent. 
or $177.60. Three-fourths of this is $133.20. 

C. B. asks: What is the status of the bill 
relating to the relief of former non-commis 
sioned officers from paying back to the Gov 
ernment money which was received by them, 
in good faith, in excess of what was later 
ruled by the Comptroller of the Treasury 4 
due them! 

Answer: The number of the bill you refer 
to is H.R. 8475. It is now on the Senate 
calendar and will probably be passed after 
the tariff bill is disposed of and a number of 
other bills of this character will be taken ™D- 

A. G. 8. asks: If an officer is placed on the 
new retired list, after the bill is passed, ca? 
he continue to carry his insurance war ris 
of $10,000, or will he be obliged to discontinue 
it? Is a widow of an officer placed on this 
new retirement list entitled to a pension! 
so, how much?

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Value of Civilian Co-operation 


HE military history of the United 

States of America, both on land and 

sea, until the present has consisted 
of periods of peace in which the Army and 
Navy, on the whole, were grossly neglected, 
treated with indifference, and even with 
contempt; interspersed with periods of 
war in which, due to a failure to prepare, 
we lave always wasted human life and 
money, suffered defeats which never should 
have happened, and taken much more time 
to end the affair than should have been the 
case. 

As a consequence, after each war, there 
has always been a dreary series of investi- 
gations, during which efforts are made to 
put the blame for inevitable mistakes on 
the shoulders of various individuals. Any 
fair examination of our military history 
inevitably leads to the conclusion, not that 
the number of mistakes made was remark- 
able, but that we should have succeeded 
at all. 

Sound Doctrine Lacking 

The réal trouble comes from the fact 
that the people of the United States as a 
whole have never been inculcated with any 
sound doctrine of national defense. While 
the Constitution of the United States 
squarely places the responsibility for its 
defense upon all citizens between the ages 
of 18 and 45, it does nothing to insure 
their training, physically, mentally or spir- 
itually, to carry out their obligations in 


time of war. 
The history of the Congress of the United 
States shows that it responds readily 


enough to what it considers to be the will 
of the people, even though the personal 
opinion of the majority of Congressmen 
differ. In. the same manner, 
though Congress be 
through the proper presentation of a prob- 
lem that it was desirable to enact legisla- 
tion of a certain kind, there would be little 
chance in getting that legislation passed 
unless the people as a whole, or a suffi- 
ciently powerful, well-organized minority, 
are convinced of its necessity. This is all 
the more true if such legislation should 
impose additional responsibilities upon the 
ordinary ‘civilian, particularly if there is 
a well-organized minority, amply supplied 
with funds, vigorously opposing. Putting 
the matter in a different way, the most ex- 
pert and convincing groups of officers of 
the Army and Navy could present volumes 
of conclusive proof of the necessity for a 
proper military policy on land and sea with- 
out any result unless a sufficiently large 
and active number of civilians scattered 
throughout the United States should bring 
Pressure to bear on Congress to show that 
they believed these policies should be en- 
acted. ‘This would be all the more true 
with many active pacifist groups apparent- 
ly amply supplied with funds in opposition, 
4s is the case to-day. 


Civilians Must Be Instructed 


In other words, if we are to have a 
Proper military policy there must be seat- 
tered throughout the country large num- 

s of civilians sufficiently instructed and 
ficiently interested to bring pressure to 
tar upon Congress from time to time. 
During the Arms Conference at Washing- 
ton it almost seemed as if the Navy of the 
Inited States had no friends, so tampant 
Ms the idea based on sentiment and not 
% facts that we could sign treaties which 
ould do away with war and not only elim- 
tate the necessity to build navies, but 
"en furnish an excuse to abolish those in

struggle with respect to their pay which 
threatened to leave them in a disastrous 
condition. ‘The question of appropriations 
is the next one which has to be faced. Due 
to the amended National Defense act of 
1920, which makes the National Guard and 
various Reserve forces really a part of the 
Army of the United States, the Regular 
Army finds that it is not alone in trying 
to convince Congress of the necessity to 
spend money on an Army in peace in order 
to have one in war. 

The view could be taken, and it may be 
by some, that if there were no citizen sol- 
diery a greater amount could be spent on 
the Regular Army, while at the same time 
having a much smaller total appropria- 
tion. This could be done, but it would not 
be, for the simple reason that our past his- 
tory shows thatthe Regular Army and 
Navy alone cannot successfully resist the 
attacks made on them from many quarters, 
aud for a variety of reasons in the period 
immediately succeeding any war. 

Also, the country would be without any 
comprehensive scheme of building up in 
peace an army reasonably ready for war, 
because aside from the question of the nec- 
essary appropriations, the average civilian 
is unwilling to have a universal service 
Army based on a cadre of professional sol- 
diers, as is the case in France, Italy, Ja- 
pan, Argentine and Chile, and was the 
case in Germany. 


What the Citizens Can Do 


In other words, it comes down to the old 
quotation from Grover Cleveland, “We are 
confronted with a condition, and not with 
a theory.” Due to the provisions for the 
citizen-soldiery, which are contained in the 
amended National Defense act of 1920, the 
country to-day is covered with a network 
of National Guardsmen and Reservists of 
various categories, interested in seeing that 
Congress make the necessary appropria- 
tions to carry out provisions of this act. 
Large numbers of these men are leaders in 
their communities and can bring pressure 
to bear through the press and through pub- 
lic opinion upon Congress. In addition to 
the civilian who belongs to some branch of 
the citizen-soldiery there are others who 
for a variety of reasons are unable to join 
who are nevertheless interested and who 
do their share. The Military Training 
Camps Association, which has recently 
held its annual convention at Chicago, an 
account of which will be found on page 
%27, is a splendid example of the good 
which can be done by civilian co-operation. 
As business straightens itself out the busi- 
ness man who had dealings with our own 
or other governments during the war is 
commencing to become. interested in the 
industrial mobilization side of the Na- 
tional Defense act. The Assistant Secre- 
tary of War’s office, with which this is 
entrusted, the Army Ordnance Association 
and the Quartermasters’ Association are 
all making every effort to take fullest ad- 
vantage of civilian co-operation on this 
line and are meeting with considerable suc- 
cess. 


The Camps as Defense Educators 


The 250,000 National Guardsmen and 
Reservists of various categories who will 
be in camp this coming summer undergo- 
ing instruction from the Regular Army 
furnish a splendid opportunity to have 
scattered throughout the country this com- 
ing winter 250,000 American civilians con- 
vinced of the need of proper national de- 
fense and of the essential and effective part 
which the Regnlar must play in it. “ 

Their advocacy and interest will not only 
insure a greater attention to national de- 
fense questions during the winter than is 
generally the case, but also will help. to re- 
crnit the various citizen-soldiery forces, 
with the result that next summer there 
will be a still greater number of civilians 
who will. attend the camps and go home, 
if properly handled, inculcated with a 
preper doctrine. 


The Navy Personnel 


ECENT orders issued by the Navy 
Department give a tentative list 
of 242 vessels now in service to be 

placed out of commission by July 1. While 
some of these are designated for scrapping 
or sale, and hence bear no relation to the 
treaty Navy, many others are to be re- 
tained without crews, and thus represent 
a part of our treaty Navy which will nec- 
essarily become innocuous owing to the 
drastic cut to 86,000 men in the Navy per- 
sonnel. 

This action, forced upon the Navy De- 
partment by Congressional penury, is sig- 
nificant testimony proving the fallacies of 
the arguments of the little Navy men. 
During the recent debates they maintained 
persistently that even as few as 67,000 
mén would suffice to maintain the treaty 
Navy. 

About 21,000 men would be required to 
man the ships which the department con- 
templates laying up. If we add this num- 
ber to the 86,000 carried by the appropria- 
tion bill, the sum amounts to 107,000 men. 
Manifestly the estimate of the General 
Board of the Navy that 120,000 is the 
minimum number of men required to prop- 
erly man the treaty Navy, is very close to 
the truth, when we consider that the ships 
remaining in commission are reduced be- 
low the actual requirements for efficient 
service.

The destroy 
an especially valuable element in 
gregate strength of the Fleet, and the light- 
ness of their construction renders them 
particularly vulnerable to deterioration. 
The elimination of these 173 destroyers 
reduces America’s total sea power about 
20 per cent. and makes the ratio of strength 
in ships about 4-5-3.

Examinations for Pay 


in National Guard 


The Comptroller General recently de- 
cided: that National Guard officers are not 
entitled to Federal pay unless a board of 
three commissioned officers, appointed by 
the Secretary of War, has determined that 
they are qualified for commission as pre- 
scribed in Par. 207, National Guard Regu- 
lations for 1922. 

It is deemed advisable, in order that offi- 
cers may receive prompt payment for any 
armory drill pay for services rendered for 
the period ending June 30, 1922, and also 
for camp pay during the coming summer, 
that those who have not passed the pre- 
scribed tests be examined by a board as 
soon as possible. The War Department 
states that all such cases should be dis- 
posed of by the board prior to July 15. 
Authority has been granted to the adju- 
tants general to order all officers of their 
respective National Guard units coming 
within the provisions of these require- 
ments to appear before boards as above 
stated. 

The several state adjutants general are 
urged to apply immediately to the corps 
area commanders for the appointment of 
the required boards and also to order offi- 
for moral and professional fitness, upon 
the request of the Governor, may be 
waived in the cases as prescribed in the 
regulations. The conduct of the exam- 
ination will be erned by the provisions 
of a confidential letter from the Chief of 
the Militia Bureau to corps area com- 
manders under date of Oct. 5, 1920. In 
addition to this special attention is in- 
vited to Par. 253 of the 1922 National 
Guard Regulations. 





NATIONAL GUARD REGULATIONS FOR 
1922 NOW BEING ISSUED. 


Advance copies of the new National 
Guard Regulations for 1922 have just been 
received by the Militia Bureau. . Due to 
the great volume of work at the Public 
Printer’s the printing of the new regula- 
tions have been delayed. 

As fast as they are now completed they 
will be sent to The Adjutants General of 
the various states for distribution on the 
besis of two to a company. It is’ ex- 
pected that it will take about six months 
to complete the distribution of the regula- 
tions to the entire National Guard. 





REGULATIONS STATE ALLOWANCES FOR 
NATIONAL GUARDSMEN AT CAMPS. 


To avoid confusion and to prevent mis- 
takes relative to the allowances to enlisted 
men of the National Guard for attending 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps, Major 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department, 
has called attention to the National 
Guard Regulations which cover the sub- 
ject. General Rickards does this in order 
to assist in the recruiting for the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps and to encour- 
age the attendance of National Guardsmen 
at these camps. 





NATIONAL GUARD STRENGTH. 


During the month of April the net gain 
of the National Guard was 119, the total 
aggregate strength of the month being 
147,696 compared with 147,577 for the 
month of March, according to res is- 
sued by the Militia Bureau. he two 
largest National Guard organizations, 
New York and Pennsylvania, did not 
figure much in the 4 column for April, 
New York losin 11 and Pennsylvania 
remaining at its March figure. 

The states gaining the most recruits for 
the month were not centered in any one 
section, but were scattered all over the 
country. The Lone Star State led in re- 
ereiting for April, adding 382 names to 
the rosters. assachusetts gained 331. 
South Dakota was third, increasing her 
units with 180. Virginia added 158 and 
New Hampshire gained 155. 

Oklahoma lost men, New York 
stands second with a decreased enrolment 
of 311. Tennessee lost 306 and LIllinois’s 
aggregate strength was reduced 137. 

There were seven states whose roster 
figure remained at a standstill, namely, 
Indiana, Michigan, North Dakota, Porto 
Rico, Pennsylvania, Hawaii and Arkansas, 





ECONOMY AT NATIONAL GUARD CAMPS. 


Major Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of the Militia Bureau, has asked the corps 
area commanders and the adjutants gen- 
eral of the states to co-operate with tlie 
bureau in reducing the expenses of main- 


tuining instructors and sergeant instruc- 
tors at the National Guard. camps this 
summer. He has in effect asked the Na- 
tional Guardsmen to see that the expenses 
of the officers and non-c issioned offi- 








cers of the Regular Army on duty at the 
Nutional Guard encampment be kept down 
to the minimum. 

‘he instructors should arrange to sub- 
sist with the officers mess of the National 
Guard organizations to which assigned 
und will be allowed only their pro rata cost 
of such mess accommodations while 
camp. The instructors should arrange ‘to 
live in tents or barrack buildings, but in 
the event this is impractical it will be 
necessary to take the matter up with the 
bureau before incurring any expense con- 
nected with other arrangements. 

Sergeant instructors should subsist with 
cnlisted men of the National Guard to 
which they are detailed and be allowed 
only their pro rata cost of such mess ac- 
commodations. For the period of travel 
to and from the encampment the allowance 
fur both officers and enlisted men will be 
governed by Bulletin Né. 42, W.D., 1919, 
as amended. 

The state authorities are urged to exer- 
cise every effort to arrange shelter and 
subsistence for instructors and sergeant 
instructors in such a manner that will 
make the tour of duty of the Regulars 
pleasant without incurring any unneces- 
sary expense. 





OREGON GUARD TO CAMP IN JUNE. 


According to a telegram recently re- 
ceived from the Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau by Adjutant General White a 
special appropriation amounting to $104,- 
269.80 has been set aside for pay, sub- 
sistence and transportation, and au- 
thority granted to hold the 1922 encamp- 
ment for the Oregon National Guard be- 
tween the inclusive dates June 15 to 29. 

This decision of the Militia Bureau 
marks the culmination of Colonel White’s 
fight for the last four months to hold the 
encampment in June instead of a later 
date. At the time the officers’ conference 
was held in Februa the situation ap- 
peared to be almost hopeless in view of 
the fact that all reports indicated that no 
Federal funds would be available prior to 
July 1, 1922. 

The matter was taken up in detail with 
both the 9th Corps Area headquarters and 
the Militia Bureau and it was pointed out 
by Colonel White that the June date was 
best adapted to crop and fruit conditions 
tLroughout the state, the men being better 
able to leave their work the latter part of 
June. It was also pointed out that this 
would permit the students to attend camp 
iunmediately after leaving school and 
without interrupting their work. 

It was necessary to get a special dis- 
pensation from the wore of War in 
order to secure the funds for the June 
camp since there are no camp funds avail- 
able until after July 1. Arrangements for 
financing the Oregon camp have been com- 
pleted however. 

Upon receipt of the definite informa- 
tion from the Militia Bureau to the effect 
that the camp would be held in June, or- 
ganization commanders were immediately 
netified to make the necessary local ar- 
rangements and recruit their organiza- 
tions and pruere camp equipment and to 
inerease all instruction schedules. 

So far as is known now the Coast Ar- 
tillery units will go to Fort Worden on 
Puget Sound and all other units to Camp 
Ia wis. 

A modified four-day encarapment will be 
held for a few officers and eulisted men. 
These camps will be held at both Worden 
and Lewis and will commence about 
June 11. 


MICHIGAN NATIONAL GUARD. 


Nearly all of the commissioned officers 
and 520 of the non~ issioned officers 
of the Michigan National Guard will go 
into camp at Grayling twice this summer. 
The first training camp will be held at 
Grayling for four days, June 19-22, inclu- 
sive, and not including travel to and from 
camp. 

The first camp is a preliminary school 
of instruction for all officers and ten 
selected men from each unit in the Guard. 
The ten men selected from each unit will 
include principally non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates of particular ability, in- 
cluding mess sergeants, supply sergeants, 
company clerks, one automatic rifleman 
and one cook for each unit. 

All the officers and men who will train 
at the first camp will leave their home 
stations on June 18, so as to be in camp 
and ready for work = on the morning 
of June 19. ‘They will complete their 
training on the afternoon of June 22, and 
will break camp on the morning of Aug. 
23. and return to their home stations. 

This training camp will be one of the 
important features of the military compe 
te be held in Michigan this summer. In- 
structors from the Regular Army under 
Major Loren ©. Grieves, senior instructor 
of ow Michi -. atgael Guard, wit ae 
on duty at t D camp an x 
thing is being done to give the officers and 
men the test amount of training pos- 
sible in four days of camp. 

The big camp of the Michigan National 











Guard will be held from Aug. 8 to Ane. 
22, inclusive, and-every unit in the Michi- 
gan National Guard with the exception of 
the 119th Field Artillery will be in camp 
during this time. It is possible that the 
Field Artillery regiment will also camp in 
Grayling from Aug. 14 to Aug. 28, inclu- 
sive, but this unit may be sent to Camp 
Custer on these days for training. 

According to orders from the War De- 
partment there will be no grand maneu- 
vers, but intensified training in smaller 
units this summer. In this year’s sum- 
mer training camps it is expected te lay 
the foundation for larger maneuvers which 
will take place when the guard of the 
United States is brought up to its author- 
ized strength. 4 

The training camp in June will have 
156 officers and 520 men and will include 
these branches of the Service: Infantry, 
Cavalry, Artillery, Signal Corps and mis- 
cellaneous troops, while the big camp in 
August will include 133 commissioned offi- 
cers and approximately 2,500 men, from 
the Infantry, Cavalry, Signal Corps and 
miscellaneous troops. :

Organization of a Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation, the membership to include for- 
ier Officers of the Army and National 
Guard, will be perfected shortly in Knox- 
ville, according to an announcement made 
at the headquarters of the S8ist Division, 
Organized Reserves of the Army. Repre- 
senting Col. W. R. Sample, U.S.A., chief 
of staff, the commanding officer of the di- 
vision, Major Isaac J. Nichol, U.S.A., ad- 
jutant of the division, returned to Knox- 
ville recently from a trip over the state, 
during which he established Reserve offi- 
cers’ organizations in Chattanooga, Nash- 
ville and Memphis. 

Major Nichol reported that he had met 
with an enthusiastic reception in the vari- 
cus ¢cities, and that he was successful in 
forming organizations which will be of 
great value to the Federal Government in. 
carrying out its policy of building up an 
effective Reserve organization. The first 
Reserve Officers’ Association formed in 
North Carolina and Tennessee, the juris- 
diction of the 8ist Division, is that at 
Asheville, N.C., which was organized sev- 
cral weeks ago by Major G. G. Reiniger, 
a Reserve officer of the 8ist Division. 

The meeting at Chattanooga, according 
tc Major Nichol, was largely attended, 
despite the most unfavorable weather con- 
ditions. Fifty former officers of the Army 
and the National Guard gathered at the 
Chamber of Commerce upon the call of 
Col. J. Perry Fyffe, a former major of a 
machine gun battalion in the 30th Divi- 
sion. Among the speakers was former 
Mayor T. C. Thompson of Chattanooga, 
who was for many years active in the Na- 
tional Guard. In expressing his indorse- 
ment of the Reserve Officers’ Association, 
Mr. Thompson said: “We are so anxious 
to have peace that we are willing to fight 
for it.” The association clected Colonel 
I'yffe as commander of the organization. 
Colonel Fyffe is the commanding officer of 
the 310th Cavalry Regiment, Organized 
Reserves, a part of the 63d Division. 

Major Nichol stated that he had the co- 
operation of Col. G..H. Morgan, U.S.A., 
retired, assigned to the R.O.T.C. in Nash- 
ville, and Lieut. Col. A. S. Frost, U.S.A,, 
retired, who is on a similar detail in 
Memphis. 

The S8ist Division adjutant witnessed a 
competitive drill conducted by the R.O. 
1.C. of the Memphis school. The judges 
at this exhibition included Colonel War- 
ing, Captain Cooper and Major Nichol. 
The parade ground, over which the ten 
large companies of high school boys ma- 
neuvered, was, according to Major Nichol, 
sufficiently large to be used by a peace 
strength division. 





RESERVE DIVISIONS NEED NO PREFIX. 


It is no longer necessary to designate 
Reserve units by using the word “reserve” 
as a prefix, when referring to a division 
of Organized Reserves, which, under the 
law, is one of the three elements compos- 
ing the U.S. Army. In order to make this 
perfectly clear the Secretary of War re- 
cently issued the following order on the 
subject : : 

“In view of the fact as prescribed in 
G.O. No. 5 War Dept., 1921, the number 
of all Organized Reserve units are pro- 
vided from blocks set aside for this com- 
ponent part of the Army, the words ‘Or- 
genized Reserves’ are not considered nec- 
essary in the designation of Reserve units, 
for example, the designation 85th Division, 
U.S. Army, should be used and not the 
85th Division, Organized Reserves. 

“The Organized Reserves are a Federal 
force, and as such are entitled to partici- 
pate in corps area funds allotted from 
funds provided in the War Department 
Appropriation bill as does the Regular 
Army. In view of the fact that the Or- 
ganized Reserves will represent in the 
event of war in excess of one-half of the 
fighting foree in each corps area, it is of 
the utmost importance that all sections of 
your staff co-operate in devising a well 
balaneed plan of distribution of allot- 
ments in order to insure the proper par- 
ticipation by the Organized Reserves. in 
ell available funds.” 





CHEMICAL WARFARE 0.B.C. 


The Chemical Warfare O.R.C. strength 
is 357 divided as follows: Colonels 2; 
lieutenant colonels 8; majors, 45; cap- 
teins, 104; first lieutenants, 81; second 
lieutenants, 117. These figures were pub- 
lished by the Chemical Warfare Service 
on May 16. 
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It has become apparent that the term 
Organized Reserves is not clearly under- 
stood. Also, there seems to be some con- 
fusion as to the scope and function of the 
component parts of the Army of the United 
States and the relations of officers to the 
different organizations. A study of the 
chart on this page, which has been pre- 
pared by the General Staff, may correct 
some of these erroneous impressions of the 
entire establishment. 

For example, a Reserve officer is com- 
missioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 
He may be assigned to a unit of the Or- 
ganized Reserves, but is not commissioned 
in it. Similarly, the enlisted Reservist is 
enlisted in the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
and not in the Organized Reserves. The 
Organized Reserves consist of troops units 
only. In speaking of Organized Reserves, 
therefore, all Reserve officers and enlisted 
men are not included, but only those that 
have been assigned or attached to it. The 
chart sets forth how closely and intimate- 
ly the three component parts of the Army 
of the United States are related. Each 
part, it will be noted, is dependent for. a 
full development upon the other two parts. 

1. First, is the peace establishment of 
the Army of the United States, divided 
into the four main divisions: 

(a) The overhead, which includes the 
War Department, with the chiefs of 
branches and their various activities; the 
War Department and corps areas head- 
quarters ; the officers and enlisted men on 
duty with the National Guard and the Or- 
ganized Reserves and not assigned to units 
thereof; those on duty with the R.O.T.C., 
the C.M.T.C., ete. ‘ 

(b) Troop units of the Regular Army. 

(c) The National Guard. 

(d) The Organized Reserves. 

It should be noted that the. two. last- 
ramed consist of troop units only (Na- 
tional Guard state staff corps and depart- 
ments excepted), whereas the term Regu- 
lar Army is frequently understood to in- 
clude not only troop units but also the 
Regular Army personnel on duty else- 
where. 

2. Next are shown the various assign- 
ments for which officers and enlisted men 
are eligible. The lines of the chart indi- 
eate that Regular Army officers may be 
assigned to the overhead, to Regular Army 
troop units, to units of the Organized Re- 
serves, and to units of the National Guard, 
provided, in the last case, that the officers 
concerned are on duty with the National 
Guard and have been offered and have ac- 
cepted National Guard commissions. 

National Guard officers, as such, are 
available for assignment to units of the 
National Guard only. 

Members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
may be assigned to the overhead, to units 
of the Organized Reserves, to units of the 
Regular Army, and to units of the Na- 
tional Guard, provided, in the last case, 
the Reserve officers hold National Guard 
commissions also. 

Similarly. the assignments available for 
the enlisted personnel are shown. This 
part of the chart is concerned only with 
assignment and makes no attempt to show 
procurement. For example, the two hori- 


























zontal arrows leading to “National Guard 
Officers” show merely that officers of the 
Regular Army and of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps may also hold National Guard com- 
missions under certain conditions. It does 
not attempt to show the sources from 
which National Guard officers may be ob- 
tained. 

8. Both the R.O.T.C. and the C.M.T.C. 
were in existence-before the Army of the 
United States was defined by the act of 
June 4, 1920. The chart shows how these 
two activities are in general related to the 
Army of the United States and how they 
will play important parts in its develop- 
ment and maintenance. 





RESERVE OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE IN- 
STILLS SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY. 


A conference of organization command- 
ers of the 82d Division, Organized Re- 
serves, was held from May 4 to 17 at Co- 
lumbia, S.C., under the direction of Col. 


Clarke S. Smith, U.S.A., chief. of staff of 
the division. The Reserve officers assem- 
bled from the states of Florida, Georgia 
and South Carolina and were the com- 
manders of the leading organizations of 
the division, which obtains its personnel 
from those states. 

This conference was the first of its kind 
held for Reserve officers since the initia- 
tion of the organization of the third com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States, 
and at its~close the officers returned to 
their homes fully impressed with their re- 
sponsibilities to the country and with a 
determination to live up to their duties as 
officers in the Army of the United States. 

Colonel Smith and Majors L. D. Beach, 
R. A. Segarra and Josiah Kemps, the col- 
onel’s Regular Army assistants, laid down 
a rigid schedule for the Reserve officers, 
who entered upon their studies and other 
tasks with enthusiasm. 

At the close of the conference a banquet 
was given by the Reserve officers at the 
Ridgewood Country Club, Columbia, at 
which they presented a letter in which 
they thanked Colonel Smith and the offi- 
cers associated with him for their cour- 
tesy and patience during the conference. 
In addition the letter said: 

‘We came to the conference with only 
a hazy idea of what was expected of us, or 
what we would receive in the way of in- 
struction and inspiration. After a period 
of fifteen days at the conference on our ob- 
ligations as citizens of the United States 
and as officers of the third component. we 
are returning to our homes fully impressed 
with both and with a determination to live 
up to the spirit of the duties imposed upon 
us by virtue of our commission and as- 
signments in the Army of the United 
States. 

“Bach one of us fully appreciates the 
patience shown by all the instructors and 
the spirit of co-operation and _ service 
which they have demonstrated. Contrary 
to our usual experience with such confer- 
ences, our interest in the subjects covered 
has been keen at all times, and we feel 
that the time we have spent and the money 
our Government has spent will prove of 





be confronted in the future. We are con- 
vineed that they may also serve who only 
stand and wait. : 

“Each one of the Reserve officers 
ent desires to express his personal satisfac 
tion of the treatment he has recei at 
your hands, and the instructions he has 
received from the conference: We have 
caught a new vision of our relations to 
the national defense, and have become im- 
bued with a new spirit of service which 
must make us better officers and citizens, 

“Insofar as we have been called upon to 
contribute to the conference, we have. re- 
sponded to the best of our several abili- 
ties and knowledge of the subjects as- 
signed to us, and appreciate the signal 
honor done us in being asked to take a 
part in the conference. We realize the 
great responsibility which rests upon us 
and severally promise our hearty ¢o-opera- 
tion with you in carrying out our mission 
and reaching the desired objective—pre- 
paredness for any emergency which may 
come to our country.”

THE CHICAGO M.T.C.A. CONFERENOE. 


The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion of the United States held, in connec- 
tion with the semi-annual meeting of its 
Governing Committee, a conference in Chi- 
cago on May 10 to consider plans and prog- 
ress of the citizens’ camps of 1922 

The conference was opened by a lunch- 
eon tendered to Major Gen. George Bell, 
jr, U.S.A. and visiting officers by Charl2s 
B. Pike at the Chicago Club, which proved 
a happy. introduction to the more formal 
session at the Hotel LaSalle, which had a 
large attendance of Training Camp chair- 
men and Army officers from five of the 
nine Corps areas. 

In his introductory remarks the chair- 
man, Charles B. Pike, referred to the past 
work of the association as summed up in 
the excellent volume on ““The Plattsburg 
Movement” by Prof. Ralph Barton Perry, 
of Harvard University, and called atten- 
tion to the merging of. National Service 
with the ARMY AND Navy JourNat, for 
which he asked the support of all mem- 
bers. 

The following telegram was read: 

“Washington, D.C., May 18. 
“Chairman, Military Training Camps As- 

sociation, c/o Dr. George F’. James, 210 

Vallers Bldg., Chicago: 

“Upon the oecasion of the annual meet- 
ing of the Military Training Camps Asso- 
ciation of the United States I desire to ex- 
press to your association my appreciation 
of the results achieved by the earnestness 
of purpose and direct assistance rendered 
by members of the Military Training 
Camps Association in the matter of civil- 
ian military training. At the present time 
we are in the midst of what will be the 
second suecessful “year of the C.M.T.C., 
and I wish you to know that the interest 
you are taking and the aid your associa- 
tion is giving are sources of extreme grati- 
fication to myself and to the War Depart- 
ment. JoHN J. PERSHING.” 


A telegram from National Commander 
Hanford S. MacNider of the American 
Legion deplored his inability to be present 
owing to long fixed engagements and 
pledged. the aid of the legion to the cause 
of voluntary training in eitizens’ camps. 
The national secretary, Lieut. Col. Arthur 
F. Cosby, gave a brief sketch of the work 
carried on by the Executive Committee 
with the War Department and with the 
Military Affairs and Appropriation Com- 
mittees of the House and Senate in deter- 
mining the regulations and financial su 
port of the voluntary training for 1922. 
He mentioned also the fact that all the 
recommendations made by the association 
at the conclusion of last year’s camps had 
been approved by the General Staff. 

The chairman in a few words reviewed 
the methods of recruiting for the citizens’ 
camps, the initial delay in effective cam- 
paigning, the lack of funds for this impor- 
tant phase of the work and the necd of 
‘loser connection between military and

reports were given by Col. M. G. Spinks, 
Major J. F. Crutcher, Major A. R. Hd- 
wards.

Col.- George C. Lewis, supplemented by 
telegraphie reports from the corps areas 
not personally represented. State chair- 
men from the Military Training Camps 
Association participated in the accompany-

From the afternoon conference certain 
facts clearly deyeloped: 

(a) That for a successful recruiting sea- 
son detailed plans should be made in ad- 
vance much earlier than was true this year. 

(b) That publicity material from the 
War Department is needed in greatly in- 
creased quantities and should be available 
and actually distributed to the various 
corps areas at least a month before the 
Pening date of recruiting. 

(ec) That whatever-money can be used 
or recruiting should be known and _al- 
otted well in advance, and that greater 
veedom in using this money for the vary- 
ing necds of different corps areas is highly 
lesirabic, and that:the use of this. money 
thould be as free as possible from unneces- 
‘ary restrictions, “The item of $1,000 for 
tinting purposes could hardly be utilized 
some corps areas on account of its limi- 
tion of expenditure in government plants. 
nick action cannot be had under this re- 
‘ttiction and ‘final ‘Congressional author- 
ty for its partial disregard was late in ar- 
tiving and ineomplete in scope. 











(d). That. the assignment of camp re- 
cruiting as primarily a function of the Re- 
serve organization was premature and not 
in aecordance with the preference of either 
Army or Reserve officers and certain to 
result in diminished popularity of citizen 
camps through over-emphasis of military 
control and the shadowing of the volunteer 


ture. 

(e) That closer correlation of all recruit- 
ing agencies can be effected only through 
timely conferences in each corps area well 
in advance of the recruiting period and 
should be primarily a function of the dif- 
ferent corps area commanders. War 
partment instructions were clearly misin- 
terpreted this year in some areas as limit- 
ing recruiting procedure to the one agency 
of the Reserve... Civilian.ce-operation was

camp enrollment in any one year will not 
advisedly be promised preferential treat- 
ment for a succeeding camp, since each 
year selection should be based entirely on 
the quality of candidates. 

(g) That much more money should be 

set aside for recruiting purposes, not mere- 
ly with the thought of securing candidates 
for the camps, but also with the aim of 
driving home on the public consciousness 
year by year the need of more considera- 
tion at once for national defense and for 
the physical and civic training. of young 
men. 
(h) That recruiting is necessarily slow 
on account of the early opening date, and 
yet that this is necessary to set in motion 
all the various means of publicity. 

At this point General Bell entered the 
room and after a hearty reception gave a 
brief and stimulating talk on citizens’ 
camps, such as he had recently delivered 
by radio from Detroit and from the corps 
area headquarters. 

By unanimous resolution the chairman 
was directed to urge respectfully upon the 
War Department that the recruiting period 
be extended at least until June 15, and, if 
such an arrangement be feasible, to an 
even later date at the discretion of the dif- 
ferent, corps area commanders. 

In addition to the corps area adjutants 
above mentioned, there were present also 
other prominent Army officers assigned to 
the Reserve, including Col. M. M. Keck, 
with his assistants, Major William H. 
Wood and Capt. William S. Craig, and his 
district commanders, Lieut. Col. A. M. 
Shipp. Major W. H. Shutan and Major 
William P. Tyler, all of the 86th Division. 

The evening dinner, in common with the 
other features of the conference, was ar- 
ranged by Dr. George F. James, secretary 
of the Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion in the Central Department, and was 
held at the Hotel LaSalle. Tom R. Wyles, 
of Chicago, presided on this informal oc- 
easion and brief talks were given by Col. 
Noble B. Judah and Col. John A. Hola- 
bird of the Chicago committee; President 
Henry S. Drinker, of Lehigh University 
(emeritus) ; George W. Brooks. a Camp 
Grant graduate of 1921, and Brig. Gen. 
Henry J. Reilly, O.R.C., of the Rainbow 
Division. This last address was an ar- 
raignment of “pussy-foot” pacifism and an 
earnest plea for national defense in a time 
of continued world turmoil.

PRESIDENT URGES YOUNG MEN TO 
ATTEND TRAINING CAMPS. 


Governors of the various states were 
urged by President Haréing, in a telegram 
sent out from the White House and made 
public on May 20, to call attention to the 
opportunities presented for young men to 
obtain military training during the com- 


ming summer at the citizens’ training 
camps. 

The text of the President’s telegram 
follows: 


rereatty all agree that every man 
who willing to prepare himself for the 
defense of his country should be given the 
opportunity. To this end I suggest that 
you bring to the attention of the citizens 
of your state the opportunity now pre- 
sented to them by the citizens’ military 
training camps which will be conducted 
during the coming summer. Without any 
cost of military obligation to themselves 
the young men accepted for these camps 
will be given training which will be of 
inestimable value through the physical 
and mental development received and 
which will unquestionably increase their 
value to the nation and to the communities 
in which they live.”

Besides enlisted men of the Regular 
Army and civilians being eligible for ap- 
pointment as flying cadets, candidates 
must be at time of application unmarried 
male citizens of the United States, be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 27 years, high 
school graduates or possessing the equiva- 
lent of a high school education, of excel- 
lent character and of sound physique and 
in excellent health. 

The base pay of flying cadets is $75 per 
month, which includes extra pay for fly- 
ing risk. The ration allowance will not 
exceed $1 per day; the other allowances, 
such as clothing, equipment, etc., are those 
of a private first class, Atr Service. 

Flying cadets who successfully complete 
the prescribed course of training will be 
commissioned second lieutenants in the 
Air Service Officers’ Reserve Corps (in- 
active status), and upon discharge receive 
such travel pay and other allowances as 
are given other enlisted men when dis- 
charged from the Service. It is urged that 
these men who are interested in this train- 
ing communicate with the Chief of Air 
Service, who. will be glad to forward ap- 
plication blanks and other data relative to 
Air Service units in the R.O.T.C.

Bill

living, as reflected in rent costs and food 
costs, decrease after the fiscal year 1923, 
the Government will spend less money in 
the payment of its officers, and the officers 
es will not suffer by reason of that 
rease, ¢ 
“One other matter of importance. This 
bill very frankly recognizes manly life as 
the normal existence of men, t recog- 
pizes that men with dependents are neces- 
sarily subjected to greater expense in liv- 
img than men without dependents. That is 
not a new principle either in government 
or in private employment. Family allow- 
ances have been paid before this in the 
Army and the Navy, and commutation of 
quarters was paid all through the war to 
help the families of officers who went into 
the field, either in the Navy or in the Army. 
The laws of our government upon more 
than one occasion—in fact, upon several 
occasions—have recognized this situation. 
Indeed, the act of May 18, 1920, provided 
that the members of an officer’s family 
should be transported over the railroads 
free of charge when the officer himself, the 
head of the family, was ordered to change 
station permanently. Family allowances 
have been paid to enlisted men in the up- 
per grades. So that, as I say, the Govern- 
ment in years gone by, and in fact very re- 
cently, has recognized this condition.” 


“Necessity of Increases. 


In showing the absolute necessity of an 
increase in pay over the 1908 basis, Chair- 
man Wadsworth said: 

“Upon the suggestion of the joint com- 
mittee questionnaires were sent out to a 
large number of officers in the Army, ask- 
ing them to answer certain questions as to 
their domestic situations, and while these 
figures are confined to Army officers, they 
may be applied with absolute accuracy to 
naval officers and officers in the Coast 
Guard and some of these other Services. 

“For instance, questionnaires were sent 
to all the officers at Camp Dix, Camp 
Meade, Camp Jackson, Camp Benning, 
Camp Travis, Camp Lewis, Camp Grant, 
Fort Sill, the Presidio at San Francisco 
and the coast defenses of Chesapeake bay. 
Forty-seven colonels answered the ques- 
tionnaire from those camps, and we find 
that of the forty-seven colonels only twen- 
ty-two could afford to employ a servant, 
with the present base pay, longevity pay, 
and all the allowances. Fifty-seven lieu- 
tenant colonels answered the questionnaire, 
and of the fifty-seven only twenty-one could 
afford to employ a servant. Three hundred 
and two majors answered the questionnaire, 
and of that number only 125 could afford 
to employ a servant. Those are the three 
highest grades in the Army below that of 
general officer. 

“IT yenture to say that you and I never 
had any idea that that was the condition 
until we made this investigation. In other 
words, we have not realized that the wife 
of the Army officer, even in the highest 
grades, in much more than half the cases 
has been doing all the housework. Of 
course, if we go down the grades, we find 
the percentage employing servants less 
and less. 

“Six hundred and ninety-two captains 
reported on that questionnaire, and of them 
only 147 could employ a servant, and 
among the lieutenants, gathered in the one 
group, 390 replied, and of them only fifty- 
one could employ servants. In other words, 
of the colonels reporting 47 per cent. em- 
pleyed a servant, 37 per cent. of lieutenant 
colonels employed a servant, and so on 
down, 41 per cent. of the majors, 21 per 
cent. of the captains, and 13 per cent. of 
the lieutenants. 

“I invite the attention of the Senate to 
the condition at Camp Lewis, in the state 
of Washington. One hundred and seventy- 
one married officers reported on this ques- 
tionnaire at that camp, and of the 171 
married officers only six could employ a 
servant. Over at Camp Dix, in New Jer- 
sey, twenty officers out of 130 married offi- 
cers had servants. At Camp Grant there 
were 171 married officers and only fifteen 
had servants in thé house. 

“Some people have suggested that we go 
back to the 1908 pay schedules. If we 
should do so these men could not live on 
their pay. In the judgment of this com- 
mittee the Army woman has reached the 
limit of sacrifice. In the great majority 
of cases, while she puts up a brave appear- 
ance and keeps a stiff upper lip when she 
attends the simple functions which obtain 
at an Army post, or, correspondingly, the 
Navy woman, when she attends the simple 
functions at the navy yard or aboard the 
battleship when it drops into port, she has 
had to struggle and struggle to make both 
ends meet; and if I make any plea of a 
special character, I make it on behalf of 
the Army and Navy women. They cannot 
bear any heavier burdens than they are 
bearing to-day.” 


Pay of Enlisted Men. 


In discussing the rate of pay fixed for 
enlisted men of the Services, Mr. Wads- 
worth said : 

“We find existing among the upper 
grades of enlisted men exactly the same 
conditions which exist among the commis- 
sioned officers. The master sergeants, the 
technical sergeants and the staff sergeants 
in the Army, and the chief petty officers in 
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the Navy, are the highest in rank among 
the enlisted men, Nearly all of them are 
men of long service. Their services to the 
Government are invaluable. They are the 
backbone of the enlisted strength, of course. 
Large numbers of them are married, as 
they should be, and have families, as should 
be the case. They are making the Service 
in which they are engaged their life pro- 
fession just as truly as the officer makes it 
his life profession, the only difference be- 
ing that the non-commissioned officer in the 
Army or the chief petty officer in the Navy 
re-enlists every so often. But when he 
gets up the scale in his Service he gener- 
ally makes up his mind that he is going to 
stay there the rest of his life. We increase 
their pay in this bill. 

“We give them assurance that they, too, 
can support a family in at least decent 
comfort, and some of the testimony given 
to the committee by some of these splendid 
soldiers and sailors is almost pathetic in 
character, indicating, as it does, how des- 
perately they strive to get on. Time and 
time again Senators and members of the 
House who serve on the joint committee 
said to these young men, and these middle- 
aged men, in the Army and Navy, ‘Why do 
you stay in if you have such a hard time 
financially ; why do you not get out? 

“In nearly every instance they simply 
look you in the eye and say, ‘We like the 
Army,’ ‘We like the Navy.’ Some of the 
sailors who testified to us told us that even 
at the expense of hardship and deprivation 
they liked their buddies; that whem one 
boy got into some trouble or other, the 
others all came to his assistance. That is 
the spirit of the Navy. If a man falls 
overboard, three or four dive into the ocean 
to save him. It is the spirit which holds 
men year after year in the Army and 
Navy. The public does not understand it, 
and I feel that Congress does not under- 


stand it. It is difficult to describe. It is 
° state of mind. This bill takes care of 
them.” 


CORRECTION IN PAY TABLE FOR 
GENERAL AND FLAG OFFICERS. 


In commenting on the Senate committee 
report on the Service Pay bill, on page 895 
of this paper on May 20, it was stated: 

“In reporting the bill to the Senate, Mr. 
Wadsworth’s committee accepted the House 
bill provisions fixing the pay of general 
officers of the Army and flag officers of the 
Navy. The House bill fixed the rates of 
pay for these officers $500 below the fig- 
ures in the bill originally recommended to 
the Senate.” 

The tables of pay on page 893, the same 
issue, should be corrected accordingly, the 
pay of major general to be put at $8,000 
and that of brigadier general at $6,000, 
with corresponding figures for correspond- 
ing grades of the other Services. 


CAMP BRAGG PUBLICITY 
BRINGS CREDIT TO ARMY. 


The officers and men stationed at Camp 


Bragg, N.C., under Brig. Gen. Albert J. 
Bowley, U.S.A., are helping to acquaint 
more fully the general public with the 
Army and its present-day conditions. 

The methods of publicity used have 
earned many friends for the Service among 
the citizens of North Carolina, and in ad- 
dition have brought increased numbers of 
applicants for enlistment in the Field Ar- 
tillery organizations there. 

Camp Bragg news items, bearing mat- 
ter of-general interest to the civilian, are 
sent directly to the various newspapers. 
Recent instances of the success of this co- 
operation “for the good of the Service” are 
two articles appearing in the editorial col- 
umns of the Raleigh (N.C.) News and 
Observer and the Durham (N.C.) Morn- 
ing Herald. 

The News and Observer on May 3 said: 

“The official designation of Camp Bragg 
as Fort Bragg by the War Department is 
most significant, particularly when it is 
accompanied by the official statement that 
it is ‘the station selected for the 13th Field 
Artillery Brigade and is one of the great 
artillery training centers of the Army.’ 
Why was it selected? ‘The official state- 
ment adds: 

“‘It was recommended for this use by 
a board of officers because of the extensive 
terrain it includes, permitting large maneu- 
vers and long-range tests of artillery.’ 

“This reason gives assurance of perma- 
nence. . . . It means more than that: 
In the old days an Army post meant sub- 
stantial buildings, with provision for ath- 
leties and drills. To-day an Army post is 
a drill ground. That is its primary use. 
but military men have learned that a post 
must also be a college where many branches 
are taught. . . . Soldiers are given 
the opportunity of rudimentary instruc- 
tion and in addition skilled instructors 
train men in engineering, forestry, stock- 
raising, and all the trades in addition to 
military tactics. The idea is that every 
ensisted man must have the chance to win 
a commission if he improves the advan- 
tages offered to him. 

“It would not be out of place, therefore, 
instead of calling it Fort Bragg, for the 
term ‘fort’ is a misnomer, to call it the 
College of Camp Bragg.” 

following editorial in the Morning 
Herald was an aftermath of the participa- 
tion of a number of Camp Bragg soldiers 
in the North Carolina State Olympic 
Games, recently held in that city: 
“The presence here of something like 


one hundred men, including a band, from 
Camp Bragg, is one of the pleasing fea- 
tures of the amateur athletic meet. . . . 
In practically every event on the program 
for the three days of the Olympic, Camp 
Bragg was represented, and the earnest. 
clean sportsmanship displayed by the men, 
both in the contests and on the streets, has 
been such as to bring praise from the peo- 
ple of Durham. . . We believe we 
express the sentiment of the city when we 
say that we hope that Camp Bragg sol- 
diers will visit us often. The men have been 
all that could have been wished in conduct 
and sportsmanship, and the officers are to 
be congratulated upon the fine appearance 
and general demeanor of their soldiers. 
The officers have won many friends here, 
and after seeing them Durham. doesn’t 
wonder at —— Sone discipline the men 
display, for they could hardly do other- 
wise when led by such officers. If the offi- 
cers and men who have honored this city 
by their visit this week are true represen- 
tatives of Uncle Sam’s Army—and they 
probably are—America has cause for pride 
in her soldiers.” 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 3573, Mr. Jones of Washington.—To pro- 
vide for the construction of one Coast Guard 
cutter at a total cost not to exceed $850,000, 
of appropriate = and special construction, 
for Coast Guard duty generally in Alaskan 
waters and for cruises into the Arctic Ocean 
to replace the cutter Bear, no longer suitable 
for such service. 

8S. 3575, Mr. Fletcher.—That from and after 
passage of this act, the rate of pension to the 
surviving soldiers of the various Indian wars 
and campaigns who are now on the pension 
roll or who may hereafter be placed thereon 
under the acts of July 27, 1892, June 27, 
1902, May 30, 1908, or under the act of March 
4, 1917, shall be $30 per month, and that the 
rate of pension to the widows who are now 
on the pension roll or may hereafter be placed 
thereon under said acts shall be $20 per month. 

S. 3604, Mr. Keyes.—That hereafter chief 
pay clerks, when their total active service as 
paymaster’s clerks, pay clerks, and chief pay 
clerks is equal to or more than twelve years, 
and chief pharmacists when their total active 
service as pharmacists and chief pharmacists 
is equal to or more than twelve years, shall 
receive the pay and allowance of a lieutenant 
(j.g.), amd when their total active service as 
above is equal to or more than eighteen years 
they shall receive the pay and allowance of a 
lieutenant. 

8S. 3619, Mr. Ransdell.—To place John R. 
Harrell of New Orleans, La., on the retired 
list of the Navy, with the rank of lieutenant. 





H. Res. 349, Mr. Ramseyer.—Resolved, That 
a special committee is hereby created, to be 
known as the ‘‘War Finance Committee,’’ 
which shall consist of fifteen Members of the 
House to be appointed by the Speaker. Said 
committee shall investigate and veport, within 
one year after its appointment, to the House 
the best and most practical methods for financ- 
ing future wars so that no public debts shall 
be ineurred and no war profit shall inure to 
the benefit of private individual, corporation, 
or combination, and shall recommend legisla- 
tion which in its opinion will carry out such 
purpose and which will secure the benefits 
and advantages and avoid the evils referred to 
in the inaugural address of President Harding.
